Paris, March 31, 1865. 

Tue literary world here still rings with Czsar’s 
name. The success of the French Emperor’s Life 
is extraordinary. Large as were the earlier editions 
printed, they almost instantly proved inadequate to 
the demand. Had the publisher little confidence in 
Cesar and his fortune? The demand was so much 
greater than the supply that the copies at ten dol- 
lars speedily rose to fourteen dollars. I have en- 
deavored in vain to ascertain how many copies have 
been sold. It is said (and people wonder what the 
inscription means) the author sent a copy to M. Ar- 
sene Houssaye with this inscription: ** To M. Arséne 
Houssaye, of the French Academy, from the author, 
Napoleon.” Now this gentleman does not belong 
to the French Academy. Does the French Emperor 
nmiean to suggest that he is by talents a member of 
that society, and their exclusion is an injustice 
which ought to be repaired? But, as it happens, 
only the words “ from the author, Napoleon,” are in 
the imperial autograph, and it is therefore possible 
the title given the donee is due rather to the osci- 
tancy of the Emperor’s secretary than to an inten- 
tion of making an epigram at the expense of the 
French Academy. The head of Cesar placed in the 
first volume cost 17,000f. The German numismatolo- 
gists reproach M. Ingres (who drew it) for represent- 
ing Cesar too young, as he did not assume the laurel 
crown until his baldness became disagreeable. Our 
wits are making very merry over the Latin compli- 
ment which M. Ponsard addressed to the French 
Emperor upon receipt of a presentation copy of the 
“ Life of Cesar.” Here it is: “.Wortuus est vivus nar- 
ratur Cesare Cesar.” Our scholars and wits insist 
that the line should run thus: Vivus defuncto, narrat 
de Cesare Ceasar. Cesar is served up with every 
sauce just now. M. Millaud is to open a new street 
on some land he possesses, which is to be christened 
by Pompey’s rival’s name; his statue is to be placed 
in the Tuileries garden ; a ship-of-war is to be named 
after him; in fine, Cesar is as much in fashion as 
false hair and crinoline. His name has even been 
heard in the courts of justice. M. Rogéard, an ex- 
professor in one of our provincial colleges (which 
place he resigned because he would not take the 
oath of allegiance to the French Emperor), wrote, 
some time since, a pamphlet of twenty pages, enti- 


tled “ Propos de Labienus” (which I may English: | 


Labienus’s Sayings). It is a witty, caustic, and 
able attack upon the French empire, and everybody 
connected with it. The scene is laid at Rome, and 
all the personages are Romans. M. Rogéard had 
little difficulty in finding a printer. The remoteness 
of the scene and time, and the topics on which the 
discourse turned (being, apparently, themes of an- 
cient history), deceived the printer into the belief 
of the innocuousness of the pamphlet. But when 
he found his first edition of 1200 copies swept away 
in a few hours, and a second edition of 5000 copies 
called for, he became frightened out of his wits. 
He felt the grass (which he thought mere sward) 
was full of snakes, and he ran as fast as he could go 
to the Prefecture of Police to know what he should 
do and what stuff he was printing. The police 
were furious; the Emperor was stung to the quick; 
“ Havoc!” was the cry, and all the dogs of the pre- 
fecture were slipped on the author. He was disposed 
at first to make light of the charge, but he received 
information that he would be punished with un- 
usual severity, and that the police had secret agents 
watching him by night and by day, to prevent him 
from flying the country. M. Rogéard thereupon got 
a near friend, who is not unlike him, to wear his 
clothes, cut his beard in his (M. Rogéard’s) fashion, 
and adopt his habits of passing away the day. 
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| Meantime he shaved off all his beard, borrowed the 
eassock and shovel-hat of a priest, and took the 
express train for Brussels, where he now is. It wag 
well he went. The court has condemned him b 
default to five years’ imprisonment and 500f. fine 
for having “under this form uttered the most out- 
rageous and most scandalous imputations against 
the Emperor; and while at one time these imputa- 


tions are skilfully and pertidiously brought forward, | 


at another they exhibit the utmost violence and 
madness of the worst passions.’’ The poor printer 
was sentenced to a month’s imprisonment and 500f. 
fine; but his pains and penalty have been remitted 
him in consideration of the promptness with which 
he raised the cry of Snakes! snakes! The effect of 
this prosecution has been to give everybody an ar- 
dent desire tosee the criminal work. The work can- 
not be printed, but it may be copied, and I am sure 
there are at least 20,000 manuscript copies in circu- 
lation in Paris and the provinces. This is not the 
only instance of legal proceedings in this matter, 
M. Maurice Joly, a gentleman who was for many 
years the private secretary of the Duchess d’Orleans, 
who some years since published anonymously some 
excellent pen-and-ink sketches of our eminent law- 
yers, has been suspected of writing a dialogue as 
between Montesquieu and Machiavelli, in which the 
French Emperor was attacked with particular acer- 
bity. He could not find a printer here, for the 
pamphlet appeared at Brussels. The police a few 
days since searched his house, his office, and his 
servant's lodgings, but, I believe, they found nothing. 
Several criticisms have appeared on the work ; the 
most remarkable are by M. de Sacy and by Mme. 
George Sand; the latter’s article is not without 
severity. We have been expecting an article by 
M. Ste. Beuve, but he is still silent. The rumor 
goes, and is generally credited, that the French Em- 
press is writing a life of Marie Antoinette. Iam, 
however, in position to assure you that this report 
is not founded on truth. It is asserted that M. 
Paulin Limayrac and M. Duruy (the Minister of 
Public Instruction) each had a life of Cesar on the 
escritoire when they found their master laboring on 
the same theme, and they threw down the pen. 

It was rumored this week that M. Alex. Dumas 
the elder was to fight a duel with the colonel of the 
Zouaves of the Imperial Guard. There was, unfor- 
tunately, some ground of truth for the report, but 
the intervention of common friends removed the 
slight misunderstanding. A few days since our 
novelist was invited by a friend, a captain in this 
Zouave regiment, to dine with him at their mess. 
| M. Dumas accepted the invitation. The day after- 

wards he characteristically gave a flaming account 
|in the newspapers of the princely reception given 
him; the band, which had been ordered to play at 
the Emperor’s dinner, begged his Majesty to excuse 
| them, as M. Dumas dined at the mess; and the sol- 
diers under disciplinary punishment had begged 
him to use his influence with the colonel to procure 
a general amnesty, which he did. The colonel, in 
very bad taste, replied to this harmless satisfaction 
of vanity, and denied some of M. Dumas’s state- 
ments. M. Dumas thought of “calling him out.” 
Common friends, as I have said, interfered, and M. 
| Dumas has since published a card, saying his grati- 
| tude was, as it ever is, greater than his discretion. 
He is at present in Belgium, delivering lectures on 
Cesar and Napoleon, if the placards are to be be- 
| lieved; but, in fact, his lecture is devoted to Cesar, 
Jules Gerard, lion-shooting, swimming, and the Kal- 
'mucks. He has an enormous manuscript with him, 
| from which he never once looks up the whole time 
'of the lecture, so frightened is he by that hydra, 
| the public. His son sold this week his whole cabi- 
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net of pictures, which contained fifty-six paintings, 
among them one of Eugéne Delacroix’s best works, 
Jasso in the madhouse; an admirable work by 
Troyon, goats browsing roses; three Decamps, one 


Diaz, and the twenty water-color drawings which | 


Gavarni drew to illustrate “ La Dame aux Camelias.”

Upon this golden anniversary 
of the important day, the one thousand and first 
printing-press they made issued from their estab- 
lishment, and it printed (a new improvement) 
simultaneously in red and black, and the King of 
Bavaria sent them a congratulatory letter and the 
grand cordon of his order.

NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS. 

Scripyer’s Cotitection or Stupies in LANGUAGE.— 
Comparative Philology, as contradistinguished from 
general Classical, or Sacred Philology, must be re- 
garded as a recent science. Its aim does not termi- 
nate in the mere linguistic element, but its purpose 
is by the comparative study of languages to deduce 
the laws which regulate human speech in general, 
and investigate the problems of “ the origin of the 
human race and its various branches, the pre- 
historical conditions, abodes, and civilization of the 
different tribes of man, and the derivation of those 
| forms of religious belief which seem traceable to 
some early but not otherwise discoverable contact 
of nations now geographically distant from each 
| Other.” This new science may be said to have 
|arisen in the early part of the present century, 
when Sanscrit began to be studied by European 
scholars. The investigations which have within 
the last few years been made by missionaries and 
travellers, as well as by professed philologists, into 
the languages of inhabitants of newly explored 
countries have not only greatly stimulated the new 
study, but are continually furnishing to it fresh ali- 
ment. In its best form of treatment it has come, in 
the hands of its best cultivators, to constitute a 
philosophy of lofty pretensions, and at the bar of 
ultimate appeal which it has set up, it arraigns and 
passes judgment upon the historical, social, and 
religious beliefs which have heretofore received 
our intelligent or traditional homage. Dr. Donald- 
| son, the well-known author of the “ New Cratylus,” 
| thus summarily indicates the functions of the new 
science: “It forms the necessary basis of a liberal 
| education in all countries which have been brought 
to regard their present position from the standing- 
point of universal history. It is an important 
branch of inductive science. It links together the 

| present and the past, and enables those who would 
| otherwise be bound down by the conditions and 
lexigencies of everyday life to cultivate their 
| Spiritual nature by more genial aspirations and a 
| more comprehensive view of their own duties and 
; destiny. It rectifies ancient traditions when, being 
| erroneous or wrongly interpreted, they exercise a 
| mischievous influence on the belief and practice of 
|a generation. It forms the keystone of theology, 
| wherever the knowledge of divine truth professes to 
rest on a rational interpretation of the documents 
| of religious history.” It will be seen, from what is 
| thus so enthusiastically claimed for comparative 
| philology by one of its devotees, that it sweeps 
| through a vast stadium, and proposes to its athletes 
| the most splendid prizes. We need not pause to 
| criticize either these pretensions or these promises. 
We desire simply to advert to the fact that from the 
period when the first volume of the “ Mithridates” of 
Adelung was published at Berlin, in 1806, a depart- 
ment of study has grown up which is rapidly creat- 
ing for its service a new and copious body of lite- 
rature. Some conception of its great and growing 
magnitude may be formed by looking through the 
large list of publications relating to it by a sin- 
gle London publisher, the Messrs. Triibner. The 
mew study has peculiar charms, and it has become 

. 
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quite the fashion among scholars and literary 
amateurs. It is not difficult to account for this; 
many persons have a natural aptitude for language 
which they may cultivate without any very severe 
intellectual labor. Besides, there is something in 
these freshly opened inquiries which stimulates 
curiosity as new dialects are brought from time to 
time under inspection, to furnish tests or illustra- 
tions of theory. Perhaps, however, the most fasci- 
nating feature is found in the fact that ample scope 
is afforded for ingenious speculation. New theories 
may be endlessly advanced, and a little skilful 
twisting of roots, a few interchanges of sounds, some 





















































or a migration, may be readily conceived or created 
by the propounder in their support. There is no 
doubt, however, notwithstanding the unphilosophi- 
cal and illogical treatment of some of its cultivators, 
their hasty deductions and imperfect generaliza- 
tions, their sciolism, presumption, and fancifulness, 
that we will ultimately possess in Comparative 
Philology one of the most valuable departments of 
human knowledge, and one which will reflect lustre 
upon the intellectual activity of the nineteenth 
century. We do not propose to present an article 
on the subject, for to do so would be beyond the 
scope of this periodical. We mean simply to 
point to the fact that this recent and fashionable 


supply a new demand, opens an additional field to 
the enterprise of publishers, and this we may illus- 
trate by a reference to a particular house. Mr. 
Charles Scribner, of New York, has on his list a 
choice collection of works which should form the 
foundation of a library on Comparative Philology, 
and, indeed, will perhaps furnish to the general 
student and reader as much material for that study 
as he may desire to possess. Let us look briefly at 
each of these. Least in size, but not in merit, is a 
small, unpretending, but admirably prepared “ Out- 
line of the Elements of the English Language,” by 
Professor Clark, of Union College, published last 
year. It is designed as a first book in a course of 
study in English literature. In about two hundred 
pages the author has condensed a large amount of 
information scattered through the works of Marsh, 
Craik, Miiller, Trench, and others. As a compen- 
dious manual for schools, we doubt whether any 
more suitable volume has yet been prepared. In 
the field of original investigation we have Mr. Ben- 
jamin W. Dwight’s “Modern Philology, its Dis- 
coveries, History, and Influence, with maps, tabular 
views, and an index.” This work is in two series, 
of which the first reached a third edition, revised 
and corrected, last year; and the second made its 
first appearance during the same year.

fourth edition, the last one being in January, 1861, 
In 1862, he published his “ Origin and History of 
the English Language, and of the Early Literature 
it Embodies,” which in the following year reached 
a second edition. These works can scarcely be 
regarded as rigorously philological. They are 
devoted rather to the historical, grammatical, and 
literary peculiarities of a single language—the 
English; and in exhibiting analytically and com- 
paratively the peculiarities and richness of our 
mother tongue, they are of great value. In England 
they are quite as highly valued as in this country, 
The same field is toa partial extent ocenpied by 
the “Compendious History of English Literature 
and of the English Language from the Norman 
Conquest, with Numerous Specimens,” by George L. 
Craik, Professor of History and of English Litera- 
ture in Queen’s College, Belfast. Although the 
title describes the work as “ compendious,” it is in 
two full-sized volumes, averaging about six hundred 
pages each. It passes in review, in chronological 
order, the principal writers of the language down 
to the present time, and is more valuable on its 
literary than its philological side. The volumes in 
the collection under consideration which most 
broadly and scientifically investigate the problems 
of Comparative Philology are the two series of lec- 
tures by Max Miiller on the “ Science of Language.” 
The first was published in England in 1561, and 
republished here in 1863, from the second English 
edition. The second appeared in England about 
the middle of last year, and was reproduced here a 
few weeks since, being republished by arrangement 
with the author. It is scarcely possible to do jus- 
tice to the novelty, originality, and boldness of 
these volumes. They are full of thought, sugges- 
tiveness, and erudition. In England they occupy 
the foreground of this department. The interest 
which they excite is not merely of a linguistic sort, 
but they touch upon the domain of reason, of faith, 
and of knowledge, and are no less important to the 
metaphysician and theologian than to the gramma- 
rian, No man can read them without having new 
themes of reflection indelibly impressed upon him,

“Sir: Noticing a reference in the first number of 
your periodical to the work on which I have been 
so long engaged, I beg to send you the following. 

“In ‘The Reader,’ November 26th, p. 674, Mr. 
Gerald Massey remarks, ‘| have searched Allibone’s 
Dictionary, which contains 30,009 authors’ names, 
chiefly American,’ ete. Now, as the work in ques- 
tion professes to be ‘A Dictionary of British and 
Awerican Authors from the earliest accounts to the 
niddle of the nineteenth century,’ if it be true that 
the writers therein recorded are chiefly American, 
this either proves that America has produced more 
authors in two centuries than Great Britain has in 
thirteen, or that the promise of the title-page has 
not been fulfilled. 

“But the names in this Dictionary are not ‘chiefly 
American.’ Of two hundred authors, counted one 
hundred backwards and one hundred forwards from 
William Biglow, instanced by Mr. Massey, thirty 
only are American. At this proportion of the 
17,449 names in the first volume (all yet published) 
only 2,617 would be American; but as Mr. Massey 
happened to strike upon the American family of 
the Bigelows, | think the proportion stated above 
quite too large. I doubt if of the 17,449 authors, 
more than 2000 are American. 

“So far was it from my design to write an Amer- 
ican Dictionary that originally I designed to con- 
fine the book to British authors—perhaps with a 
few exceptions in favor of eminent writers of my 
own country. In fact, however, | have been more 
comprehensive: the book is not a peerage, but a 
directory. 

“As you have courteously referred to my labors, 
and as many of my English friends are dissatisfied 
with the delay in the publication of the second 
volume of my work, I embrace this opportunity to 
explain the causes of that delay—more annoying 
to me, certainly, than it can be to any one else. 

“1. The fact that there are many more authors 
of note, and without note, in the letters from K to Z 
than in the letters from A to J. 

“2. The vast number of new authors and new 
editions of old books within the last few years. 

“3. My desire to be so full that no one can justly 
charge me with important omissions. 

“4. The fact that I am writing all my articles 
(in some of the earlier letters I had some contribu- 
tions from others) with my own hand, without con- 
ference or co-operation of any kind. A very different 
matter this from merely editing a dictionary com- 
posed by a number of authors, each skilled in his 
own department. 

“The letter S alone (there were about 700 Smiths) 
occupied me about twenty-two months, working as 
arule from nine A.M. to six and later P.M., with 
intervals for meals, ete. 

“ As Ihave now been six months in the letter W, 
I trust that the completion of this the twelfth year 
of my absorbing and anxious toil will see me 
through the alphabet. Of course the insertion of 
new books, the completion of the forty indexes, 
and the superintendence of the press will require 
time—how much it is impossible to say. 

“ As it is the duty of a chronicler to record, of a 
critic to express, censure as well as praise, I cannot 
of course expect to please all readers—still less all 
authors: but so conscious do I feel of an earnest 
desire to do justice, so entirely free from all male- 
Volence in the discharge of my office, that even of 
my best abused authors, there is none I feel afraid 
to meet—excepting the dead ones.

valuable parts of Mitford, Beames, and Cooper being 
transferred by Story to his own book, those authors 
have been shelved, and the lawyer buys one volume 
oniy, instead of three or four. The first publication 
of the Pleadings was in 1838. It fully represented 
the state of the practice at that time, as embodied 
both in the text-books and the decisions. The last 
edition which preceded the present was the sixth, 
which appeared in 1857, superintended by Mr. Ed- 
mund Hastings Bennett, who had previously written 
a small work on Receivers, and has since prepared, 
jn connection with Mr. Heard, a collection of leading 
cases on Criminal Law. Judge Redfield, who has 
already edited, with great ability, the Equity Com- 
mentaries of Story, now gives us this new edition 
of the Pleadings. In preparing it, he has inserted 
all the late English cases, and many of the later 
American cases, thus making nearly one hundred 
new sections in the text, besides many additions 
to the notes. An analysis of the sections has also 
been prefixed to each chapter. Notwithstanding 
these additions, the book, by a modification of the 
size of the type, is made to contain about seventy 
pages less than the preceding edition. The page, 
however, is perfectly legible, and the general style 
of manufacture partakes of the excellence which 
characterizes all the law books issued by Little & 

Brown.
